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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants 

I 

claim a method of producing polysuccinimide polymer comprising: (a) forming an 
solution of aspartic acid and a water soluble polymerization catalyst in an aqueous 
medium, further containing a volatile protic acid selected from the group consisting of 
hydrochloric acid, hydrobromic acid and hydroiodic acid, (b) drying the solution to give a 
solid residue; and c) heating the residue at a temperature and for an amount of time 
sufficient to produce a polysuccinimide polymer. The novel feature of this process 
reside in the formation of a solid residue which is a mixture of aspartic acid and 
polymerization catalyst which upon heating results in a high molecular weight 
polysuccinimide polymer e.g., up to 200,000. Such is neither taught nor anticipated by 
the prior art of record, which teaches the formation of polysuccinimide polymer of much 
lower molecular weight.
